There seems at the present time a very great di-position to 
disparage, or, at least, to undervalue, the physical manifestations 
of the spiritual movement. This would not secm strange if 
confined to the oppesers of Spiritualism. for many of them are 
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incapable of appreciating the siguiücapee of such demonstra- 


tions They are foolishness to them. But when we find Spir- 
itualists themselves engaged in demolishiug the temple of their 
own faith, it is impossible to withhold expressions of surprise. 
We regard their position as we should that of the Christian. 
Who was casting contempt upon the Vubis in which occurred 
the birth of Jesus. For uot more inseparably connected with 
the life and works of Jesus are the humble circumstances of 
his birth, than are the physical wauifestations with the origin 
of Spiritaal’sin. The avowed justitication of this course is 
the superior, the more befitting character of the mental or 
trance manifestations, which, it is assumed, are of a Arzker 
order, and also the fraudulent character of many of the other 
class of phenomena. This cours» I conceive to be fatal to the 
fat rests of n rational Spiritualism ; and it isto be feared that 
in many cass it is intended ssa stab ia the dark, while in others 
it results from a very limited aod imparfect view of the subject.
